Of  the  266  total  live  births  to  Thingoe  residents,  129  occurred  at 
their  own  home.  The  remaining  137  births  took  place  outside  of  Thingoe, 
of  which  the  great  majority  occurred  at  the  hospitals  in  Bury  St. 
Edmunds  and  Newnarket.

SANlTi.RY  CIRCUj-.ST.xNCaS  OF  THE  AREi.. 

1.  (i)  Water,  in  1952  the  Council's  Compruhensive  Water  Scheme  again 
made  excellent  progress.  Early  in  the  year  the  40  miles  of  trunk  main 
laying  had  been  completed,  linking  the  boreholes  of  Rushbrooke  and 
Ixv/orth  with  the  towers  at  Bradfield  St.  Clare,  Button  Haugh  and 
Stowlangtoft  and  the  Risby  borehole  v/ith  the  Depden  reservoir.  The 
overhead  storage  reservoirs  at  Stov/langtof t  and  Button  Haugh  were  then 
completed  as  was  the  tov/er  .at  Risby.  Thus,  by  the  end  of  the  year  call 
overhead  reservoirs  and  primary  mains  v/ere  tested  and  available. 

Good  progress  v/as  being  made  with  the  construction  of  pumping  stations 
and  ground  level  reservoirs.  The  reservoir  at  Rede,  which  is  the  main 
storage  unit  in  the  system,  was  completed  in  December,  and  was  being 
tested  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  first  pmnps  to  be  installed  at  Risby 
were  also  being  tested  in  December.  1953  should  see  the  completion  of 
the  whole  of  Stage  I  development,  i.e.  reservoirs,  trunl'i  mains  and 
pumping  stations.  In  the  meantime  the  temporary  supply  from  Ruehbrooke 
continued  to  operate  satisfactorily,  and  the  deraand  from  bulk  consumers 
rose  as  the  mains  in  neighbouring  authorities  became  available. 

ai  10”3inain  was  laid  from  Bradfield  St.  Clare  tower  to  the  boundary 
of  the  district  to  supply  Cosford  R.D.C.,  and  at  the  end  of  1952  three 
bulk  consumers  ~  Thedv/astre,  Melford  and  Cosford  were  being  supplied. 
Early  1953  should  see  the  operation  of  the  Risby  Pumping  Station  and  the 
end  of  the  period  of  improvisation.  The  temporary  pump  at  Rushbrooke 
will  be  withdrawn  and  the  main  source  of  supply  will  be  Risby  until 
Rushbrooke  ajid  IxY/orth  are  completed.  It  was  possible  in  December  to 
close  down  the  small  waterv/orks  at  Ixv/orth  and  supply  both  Ixworth  and 
PaJkonham  from  Stowlangtoft.  The  existing  20,000  gallon  overhead  tanlc 
at  Y/helnethaji'i  was  modified  to  act  as  a  break  pressure  tank  for  the

.'Vholnothojii  area  during  February 5,  and  the  Horringer  v/aterworks  closed 
dov/ns  the  pump  removed  and  installed  at  Rushhrooke  in  No *2  horehole* 
Horringer  was  thereafter  supplied  from  Rushbrooko  via  the  Chedburgh  tank. 
This  new  supply  to  Horringer^  despite  the  fact  that  the  Rushbrooke  water 
contains  no  ironj  did  not  appear  attractive  duo  to  the  iron  deposited  in 
the  mains  during  the  many  years  the  Horringer  v/ater  supply  had  been  in 
use.  Regular  and  frequent  flushing  indicates  that  considerable  time  will 
be  necessary  to  obtain  a  perfectly  clear  water.

V/ater  Carting.  V/ater  carting  continued  throughout  the  year  although  this 
was  not  due  to  any  especially  dry  conditions.  The  only  parish  v/here  it 
was  necessary  to  cart  because  of  the  complete  lack  of  suitable  water  was 
Brockleyp  although  in  several  parishes  it  v/as  necessary  to  carry  water 
to  isolated  houses.  A  further  need  for  the  carting  of  water  arose  and 
was  satisfied  v/here  council  houses  wure  completed  prior  to  a  water  mains 
being  available.  The  mains  at  Brockley  were  completed  early  in  1953. 

The  carting  to  Chevington  referred  to  in  last  year*s  Annual  Report 
ceased  in  June  1952 ,  when  the  ovmers  were  able  to  produce  satisfactory 
water  from  the  well.

The  figures  in  brackets  refer  to  houses  first  served  during  1952,  they 
are  not  additional  to  the  numbers  in  the  other  columns. 

The  population  of  Ixworth  have  realised  the  value  of  the  sewage  scheme 
provided  as  may  be  deduced  from  the  above  table  which  shows  that  a  further 
39  private  houses  made  use  of  the  sewage  system  during  the  year* 

At  Barrow  a  less  satisfactory  response  has  be^-n  obtained*  Only  a  further 
four  houses,  mailing  22  private  houses  in  all  v/ere  joined  during  the  year. 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  the  standard  of  houses  in  Barrow  is 
such  that  the  owners  believe  the  short  life  left  to  the  property  does 
not  warrant  the  expense  of  making  the  necessary  conversion* 

‘  Effluent  samples  were  taken  from  Barrow  and  V/helnetharn  and  both  samples 
were  satisfactory.

Nov/  that  the  plants  are  v/orking  fully  it  is  proposed  to  take  samples 
from  each  large  works  twice  a  year  to  confirm  that  the  effluent  as  treated 
is  satisfactory.  In  this  connection  this  Authority,  in  cormnon  v/ith  others 
throughout  the  country,  is  experiencing  some  difficulty  with  frothiness 
of  effluent,  due  to  the  increase  in  use  of  chemical  detergents. 
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The  niomher  of  plants  nov;  oporating  in  the  area  is  29p  and  this  figure 
is  increasing  annually.  An  enquiry  into  the  provision  of  sewers  and 
sewage  works  for  the  village  of  Bardwell  v/as  held  in  May^  and  a  starting 
date  given  for  early  1953*  This  will  remove  a  great  need  in  the  village 5 
where  24  Gouncil  houses  have  huun  discharging  sewage  into  a  sewer 
ViTithout  outlets  which  has  to  he  emptied  hy  the  Council’s  cesspool 
emptier  at  intervals. 

The  Gouncil  took  over  another  private  sov/er  and  septic  tanlv  in  the 
village  of  Hengrave  as  a  result  of  the  sale  of  the  Hengrave  Estate.  The 
Hengrave  Hall  was  convertud  into  a  school  for  80  scholarsp  which 
increased  considerably  the  quantity  of  effluent  to  he  dealt  withy  and 
the  Council  agreed  to  a  reconstruction  scheme  for  the  sevirage  works.

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ixCCOMMODxxTION.  Most  working  class  houses  in  the  District 
have  pail  clos^jtsy  the  emptying  of  which  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
tenant.  The  number  of  vault  closets  in  the  District  is  exceedingly 
small . 

As  will  bo  noted  from  the  Table  on  the  previous  page  412  houses  were 
on  sowers  by  the  end  of  1931 j  on  increase  of  27  houses  during  1931? 
and  620  by  the  end  of  1932 9  an  increase  of  209  houses  during  the  year. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEiAISINQ.  The  refuse  collection  service  continued  bo 
operate  satisf actorly  during  the  years  providing  a  weekly  collection 
at  Ixw'orths  Barrowy  G-reat  Bartons  Hoptony  Stanton  and  Prieiihams  and  a 
fortnightly  collection  in  all  other  parishes. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  vehicles  used  for  the  service  -  a  12  cu.yd. 
side  load  Dennis  and  a  13  cu.yd.  load  ScamiTiull  being  used.  Great 
difficulty  is  experiuncud  in  providing  sufficient  inert  covering 
material  for  the  pits,  and  consequently  pit  fires  have  been  a  frequent 
source  of  trouble.  The  pits  v;ere  regularly  visited  by  the  Rodent

1952  was  a  most  disappointing  year  for  a  salvage  revenue. 

Early  in  the  year  the  sale  of  v/aste  paper  hecaine  almost  impossible « 
The  Council  was  able  to  obtain  £2  per  ton  for  baled  Y/aste  paper  as 
compared  Y/ith  £16  in  the  previous  yearj  It  is  unfortimate  that  the 
price  of  waste  paper  cannot  be  stabilised  since  good  work  in 
creating  an  interest  in  collection  is  nullified  by  sluiapsp  and  v/hen 
the  necessity  to  collect  again  arises  public  apathy  is  difficult  to 
overcome.  During  the  period  of  high  prices  for  paper  many  Non^ 
Council  concerns  s^t  up^  canvassing  for  the  hous'^wif e ’  s  Y/aste^ 
and  paying  a  feY/  coppers  for  it^  During  these  profitable  periods 
the  Council’s  collection  are  considerably  affected.  On  the  other 
hand  as  soon  as  the  price  falls  the  Council  is  left  to  collect 
Y/asto  paper  as  refuse.

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Prom  the  above  Table <>  as  also  from  the  following  page^  will  be 
noted  the  relatively  high  incidence  during  the  year  of  Measles^  by  no 
means  a  local  phenonomuj  and  the  occurrence  of  85  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning* 
These  85  cases  occurred  during  one  outbreak  at  a  school  among  both 
boarders,  day  pupils  and  staff.  The  incidence  was  spread  over  12  days, 
the  symptoms  being  vomiting  once  or  twice,  without  warning,  and  in  20^ 
diarrhoea.  The  patients  were  all  quite  well  again  in  a  few  days. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cambridge,  examined  many  specimens 
and  excluded  the  presence  of  Sonne  Dysentery,  the  Salmonella  organisms, 
Giardia  lamblia,  flagellated  protozoa  and  the  Central  Colindale 
Laboratory  found  no  abnormal  coliform  bacilli. 

It  v/as  concluded  that  the  outbreak  was  due  to  a  rare  and  as  yet 
unrecognised  type  of  germ.  The  fact  that  when  the  importance  of  personal 
hygiene  was  impressed  upon  the  food  handlers,  the  outbreak  ceased, 
appeared  to  be  confirmation  of  this  view.
